The Business Side 


A survey of agricultural activities 


of chambers of commerce made by 
the Agricultural 
Service of the 


Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States discloses a rapidly broaden- 
ing conception of the common inter- 
est between agriculture and other 
industries. This may toe described as 
the business side of agriculture or, 
'conversely, the agricultural side of 
business. 


The i survey shows that 
out 
of 


three hundred chambers of 
com 


merce from which information was 
received, 224 engage in agricultural 
activities of some character. 


Reviewing the results df the sur- 


vey the Agricultural .Service of the 
National Chamber says: j'These re- 
ports indicate a rapidly developing 
conception~of thc~fnhction of 
the 


commercial organization in aiding 
the agricultural interests of 
its 


trade area. In few instances is it 
attempting to tell the farmer how to 
farm, it is discovering that not all 
agricultural problems are traceable 


" to production methods. Chambers of 
commerce generally are formulating 
their agricultural programs through 
joint action with their farmers. 


•"Since the development of these 


conceptions, chambers of commerce 
Lave been devoting more of 
their 


energies and funds to aid in carrying 
out the agricultural programs 
al- 


ready adopted by agricultural col- 
lege extension services and 
other 


established agencies. These 
state 


and federal agencies have 
given 


much thought to phases 
of 
farm 


economics other 
than production 


problems. They arc visualizing clear- 
ly the place of farming in the whole 
industrial scheme, seeking particu- 
larly to reduce waste in distributing
